MADRID, June 9.—Loyal- 
ist troops in the Madrid sec- 
tor threatened today to cut 
off fascist communications be- 
tween Aravaca and Las Rozas, 
at the Northwestern edge of Ma- 
drid. 

People’s Army in newly won posi- 
tions along the Coruna road deep- 
ened trenches and. dugouts, set up 
firing parapets of sandbags, and 
mounted machine-guns at strategic 
points. 

The strategie movement took 
place near the Las Perdices Hill, 
somewhat off from the town of 
Aravaca. 

The official Government news 
agency reported that 450 fascists 
were killed when 300 rebel troops 
rebelled after a Loyalist bombard- 
ment of Manacor on the island of 
Mallorca. 

Fighting raged for three days.

Two fascist cruisers which had 
been harassing shore points of 
Catalonia for two successive days 
fled when Government warplanes 
zoomed down out of the clouds to 
attack.

Plans for the governor's confer- 
ence were announced 1s tension due 
to Sheriff Elser’s provocative tactics 
began to grow throughout the strike 
area. 

Elser provided an excellent ex- 
ample of just how he intends to 
deal with the strike situation last 
night at about 5 P.M. 

He sent 12 deputies to Rosen- 
baum’s Store to buy caps and shirts. 
About 100 strikers zathered and be- 
gan razzing the deputies. 

Police were called, and cleared 
the store. They left the store satis- 
fled that the situation had quieted 

down. 
ARREST STRIKER 


But Sheriff Elser seemed disap- 
pointed that there had been no 


major disturbance. As soon as he 
was. notified of the incident, he sent 
40 deputies in his two armored 
trucks armed with riot guns and 
tear gas guns to the store. Fred 
Fortunata, a 22-year-old striker, was 
arrested. 

Still looking for trouble, Elser 
lined up about 20 deputies with ex- 
tended tear gas guns in front of 
the jail on the pretext that a mob 
of strikers was marching on the 
jail. 

Of course no mob appeared. 

A handful of curious spectators 
gathered across the street from the 
jail, and the sheriff had two of his 
men pick out two young lads as in- 
volved in the disturbance. Neither 
he nor his deputies were able to 
identify the young men as strik- 
ers. 

NAME NONE 


During the excitement, Elser 
called in newspapermen and pho- 
tographers and gave them a highly 
exaggerated version of the entire 
incident. He claimed that strikers 
swung clubs, and that many of his 
deputies were badly injured. None 
of the wounded deputies was 
named. 

Newspapermen later visited Po- 
lice Captain Dominic Thomas who 
had witnessed the disturbance. 
Thomas denied that any of the 
strikers had carried clubs. He said 
that he had not seen any of the 
deputies beaten, and that he had

Similar petitions for Elser’s ouster 
are being circulated by strikers at 
Brier Hill and at Struthers.

Steel, Rubber 
Thugs Beat Up 
Ala. Unionists 


Four Workers Includ- 
ing Woman Slugged in 
Co. Reign of Terror 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 

GADSDEN, Ala., June 9. — The 
fourth beating of a unton worker 
within twice as many days today 
brought Gadsden’s tense labor sit- 
uation to a fever heat. 

The man was brutally slugged by 
company deputies employed by 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Workers 
of America. 

Although the victim told police 
he could identify his four assailants 
police had made no arrests. 

Cleveland was waylaid on his way 
from the plant at the end of the 
morning shift. His head was badly 


injured. His physician, however, 
said he would recover. 

The recent outburst of violence 
here undoubtedly mirrors the des- 
peration of Republic Steel Corp., 
and Goodyear in the care of a drive 
te organize steel and rubber work- 
ers.

MOULDER BEATEN 


Her beating was followed two days 
later by the brutal beating of Bob 
Thomas, unemployed steel worker 
and union man who had gone to the 
Republic plant at the invitation of 
his former foreman who had told 
him the company was reemploying 
some of the men discharged two 
years ago for union activity. 

The third victim was Ollie Walls, 
moulder, whose crime consisted of 
standing in a group of orderly men 
outside the town’s Central Labor 
Union Hall when the county’s 
union-busting sheriff, Bob Lenth, 
drove by. 

The sheriff, in an obvious at- 
tempt to provoke a fight, elbowed 
his way into the crowd cursing the 
men. He was followed by his chief 
deputy, Charlie ufiffith, the coun- 


ty’s No, 2 union buster. Without 
provocation, Griffith beat Walls to 
the ground using his handcuffs as 
a weapon. 

SETS TRAP 

As the two men -eated with 
their victim, the sheriff called a 
dare over his shoulder for anybody 
to come to the jail and “try to get 
him out.“ 

It was later revealed that the jail 
that night was a ve: le fortress 
of shot guns and mac guns, 
manned by plant thugs. ad the 
union men exercised their constitu- 
tional right of attempting to make 
bond for their friend they would 
have been “attempting to storm the 
jail.” They didn’t fall for the trap, 
Later the sheriff reledsed the man 
whom he had attempted to use as 
bait in a vicious trap.

He 
was not sure where lay the sympathy of O’Duffy’s 
rank and file. While the brigade was organized by 
avowed Fascists, and while the idea of defending the 
Catholic faith was played on heavily, the majority of 
the “Irish Brigade” was made up of Irishmen bred on 
the tradition of the struggle for the liberation of Ire- 
land from British rule. When the young Irishmen, at 
heart democrats, were brought into contact with 


Francos Hitler- and Miussolini-trained politicians, 


they didn’t have much desire to fight for Fascism. 
The first sight of the battlefield that the Irish re- 
eived on arriving at Caceres was a swarm of Moors, 
German and Italian Fascists. The view didn’t please 
them. ‘They, furthermore, felt dreadfully lonesome 
when they discovered they were the only volunteers 
on Franco’s side. 
* 


When they were billeted with the scum of the world 
in the Spanish Foreign Legion, the Irish lads began 
to complain. When they were used to “deliver” vil- 
lages from the “Reds” they discovered that the entire 
population had fled in horror from the Fascist 
“saviors of Spain.” 

Franco later discovered he made a very big mis- 
take. He paraded the “Irish Brigade” to every mass 
execution. The brutalities of the Fascists, the ma- 
chine-gunning of crowds of workers in the bull rings, 
horrified. the already disillusioned Irish soldiers. 

Above all, the courage of the Spanish People’s 
Army—the fact that the majority of real volunteers 
from the democratic countries were on the other side 
—impressed the Irish lads. 

General Franco soon discovered that it was more 
dangerous for him and his aims to put the Irish into 
important fighting positions. He tried to keep them 
from returning by making life as easy as possible; by 
not exposing them to too great danger. But the 
hatred of Fascism had already gripped most of the 
rank and file; and they wanted no more of it. Franco

rounding Bilbao, the “Iron Belt” is really a series of 
trenches about ten miles long, three deep. It starts 
at a point situated to the east of Palencia, continues 
until Lanquiniz and then on to the Northern coast. 
From this point it moves to the southwest. It is at 
this southwest point that the Fascists are closest to 
Bilbao. The Fascists must take virtually the entire 
triple-ring with scores of heavily fortified mountain 
areas, before they can ever hope to see Bilbao itself. 
The “Iron Belt” is made up of very deep trenches 
constructed with modern technique. The woods have 
been cut down to make a convenient slaughtering 
ground for those Fascists who approach too close. 
Machine guns are enclosed in concrete pill boxes.
